Settlement Act, the Imperial and Can- 
adian Governments entered Into an 
agreement whereby three thousand 
families in the British Isles would be 
assisted on to Canadian farms. The 
colonists were to be provided on ar- 
rival with a farm which they would 
make their domicile, and this stocked 
with cattle, poultry and machinery, 
the price of these to be repayable by. 
the settler in twenty-five equal yearly | 
payments, with Interest at five per, 
ent., no payment being asked until at 
least a year after settlement. 

The scheme came into operation In 
1925. Only families were accepted 
which, after careful investigation, 
were approved ag suitable by the eml- 
gration agents of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, Farm homes were prepar- 
ed for their occupancy before their ar- 
rival. No family, however, was per- 
mitted to operate a farm immediately 
upon arrival. Canadian experience, 
it was recognied, must be gained, and 
lands were leased to neighboring farm: | 
ers for the eurrent year, reserving for | 
the new fanily, housing, stables, gar- | 
den and pasture. ‘The farmer of the 
family and children of an age to work 
were directsd to employment in the 
immediate vicinity.
